TEN DAYS LATER VIA SAN FRANCISCO. . 
The Pacific Mail Company’s steamer America arrived at San 
Francisco from Yokohama June 22. The following items have 
been telegraphed to the New York papers :— 


The Mikado leaves shortly on a tour of inspection to several 
port and on his return will depart for France, via the Suez 
‘anal. : 

Terashima Tozo has been appointed Japanese Minister to 
London. Yuzi, the late Governor of Yedo, goes to Paris to pre- 
pare the way for his Majesty. 

The Japanese fleet, consisting of three vessels, will shortly 
leave for Hong Kong. 

Katzawa, formerly Admiral-in-Chief of the late Tycoon, has 
been reappointed to that position. 

The railroad to a distance of fifteen miles, is in working order, 
and takes well with the natives, although the rates are 50c. and 
$1.50, and the time occupied in the passage is thirty-five minutes. 

Serious disturbances at Nee-e-gata, where some 40,000 persons, 
high and low, were rel tape in an attempt to restore the late 
Tycoon, have been quelled after a loss of many killed. 

Mr. Watson, the new Chargé d'Affaires for England, refuses to 
meet the Mikado unless he stands in his presence instead of 
squatting down. Terashima Tozo, the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, refuses to accede, and in consequence Mr. Watson will wait 
for instructions from home before he will present himself. 

The United States frigate Colorado has sailed for Hakodadi, 
with Gen. Capron on board, to take a look at Yezo and the Kurile 
Islands. 

The Tunisian steamer Zadkia, being now a treaty vessel and in 
debt, has been seized by the Japanese governor. The Tunis officer 
has protested against the right of the seizure, and will hold the 
Japanese Government responsible. 

ew Silk has arrived at 700 per picul. The total settlements 
for the season were 14,700 bales, with but 100 bales in stock. 

New Tea is arriviug freely, and isof superior quality. Business 
is brisk. 

The steamer America has engaged freight enough to fill her, 
and three vessels have been engaged for San Francisco. Vessels 
are scarce. 

The exports of Tea to America from the Ist of July to date,

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YOKOHAMA.

sion. But nothing like religious reform or an advance in religious 
toleration can ever be expected from an assembly of priests in 
any part of the world. A reforming priest is always looked upon 
by his brethren as a wounded porpoise is by his. He is imme. 
diately killed, or what amounts to the same thing in ecclesiastical 
procedure. Statesmen must slways lead such reforms, in view of 
the necessity for them, and the possibility of carrying them. 

It is generally understood that Terashima has been appointed 
Minister Resident in London, and that Wooyeno is shortly to re- 
turn to England. 

On the Gth June the race between the Sappho and the Will o’ 
the Wisp took place. The distance was round the lightship and 
back to a lighter moored off the French Hatoba. The Will 0’ the 
Wisp was manned by a crew of six Japanese, all strong men, four 
of i having formed part of the crew of the Hibernia at the 
regatta, and the other two part of the crew of the Will o° the 
Wisp. The Sappho was manned by the crew of the captain of 
the Colorado’s gig, and, having a great reputation as a fast boat, 
and, besides, mene two oars more than the Will o’ the Wisp, was 
backed heavily. Indeed, beside the stakes, $150 a side, there 
was considerable speculation on the relative merits of the two 
crafts. The sea during the match§was far from fit for shell-boat 
racing, but this was supposed to be in favour of the Sappho, al- 
though the Will o’ the Wisp had a piece of canvas stretched over 
her bows to keep the water out. The boats started evenly 
at a few minutes past ten, and in the firat hundred yards 
the Will o’ the Wisp managed to draw clear from her 
opponent. As they proceeded, however, it appeared from 
the starting post that the Japanese took a very bad course, 
far away to leeward, and it was confidently expected that 
the Sappho would round the lightship in advance. But the 
Will o° the Wisp soon made up its leaway: and was round 
before the Sappho had commenced to turn. The race was then 
practically over. The Sappho pulled a gallant stern race, but was 
easily defeated by 1 min. 44 secs., or with time allowance for oars, 
by 2 min. 04 secs. The time of the race was 37 min. There is 
no doubt that the Sappho was overloaded for such a heavy sea ; 
at the same time, it must be remembered that the Will o’ the Wisp 
beat the Sappho on both occasions when they met at the regatta. 
This seems to prove that a native crew can beat men.of-war’s men 
in shore boats in any weather. Whether or not a different result 
might be attained if there were only six ‘men in the Sappho we 
do not know, but we understand there is to be another race be- 
tween the boats. 

The Colorado and Benicia will leave for Yedo. Admiral Jenkins 
and several other officers will be presented to H.M. the Mikado, 
Mr. Shepard will accompany the party. 

On the 1st June a handicap rifle match was shot off at the rifle 
range at 200, 300, and 500 yards, Mr. Benson proving the winner. 
He was in receipt of eight points, but won by one point from 
a9 Hill without his allowance. 

he P. M.S. 8. Co. have purchased the Japanese steamer Osaca, 
which hasbeen lying on the Kanagawa beach, where she was blown 
during the typhoon of August 24, 1871. Vigorous efforts have 
been made to floa™her, and she |was moved about twenty-four 
feet, and will no doubt soon be safely afloat again. #She is to 
undergo a thorough overhaul, and when finished will most likely 
be pat on the Hakodadi branch of the Company’s line. 

e Daijiokwan notifies that the great work of telegraphs all 
round the world is nearly complete. The object of these tele- 
graphs is to make rapid communication all over the universe ; 
and it isa work to which the Government of Japan gives its 
heartiest approval and support. Ina short time the people will 
learn to appreciate it also. But as, since the erection of poles 
from Nagasaki to Yedo, discontented people have often destroyed 
the poles, cut the wires, and otherwise damaged them, notice has 
been given to all Kens that they should employ officers to keep a 
vigilant eye over them for their protection. Any persons guilty 
of destroying telegrare property will be very severely punished. 
Pesan lowing notification is one of many inserted in the Nishin 

injisht :-— 

All makers and traders in silkworm eggs throughout the country 
are hereby notified that :— 

* Although certain rules for manufacturing silkworm eggs were 
laid down in the proclamation of the 4th month of last year, tho 
manufacturers and sellers of silkworm egg cards are disposed to 
take little trouble, and, it is said, are disobediently making the 
eggs roughly. The value of this celebrated article of production 
is thereby importantly diminished, and silk is unfit for export, 
Asit is @ mistake that dealers in this industry should be en- 
couraged in their diminishing the production, it is hereby for- 
bidden to trade in carelessly manufactured cards. It is forbidden 
to sell what are laid ope common cards—bad silk eggs—as Yots- 
siki Nateako or eggs of second birth, mixed eggs, &c. 
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“ Any persons desirous of manufacturing silkworms’ egg cards, 
and buying cocoons signing the cards with his own name, the 
producing district will not be known. Therefore, if silkworms’ 
egg sellers buy cocoons of other people, the cards they manufac- 
ture must be signed with the name of the original seller of the 
cocoons, sates 

“The above must be proclaimed in every ken and distric.. 
And the inspectors and officers must make the rule known in 
all the villages. . 

Any persons disregarding this proclamation will be punished 
pan ding to the previous laws ‘upon silkworms’ eggs manufac- 
ure. 


HIOGO. 

Attention is being drawn to the defective quantity, and most 
objectionable quality, of the water supply of the Foreign Settle- 
ment, and the Consuls are to be urged to apply to the Japanese 
authorities for the grant of a suitable site for a reservoir, into 
which streams from the hills can be conducted. At s meeting of 
the Municipal Council on the 29th May $600 was voted for the 
laying out of the Cremation Ground asa public garden; and 
$1,000 for loaming and turfing the Bund. The Kami or Govérnor 
of Hiogo Ken, in reply to a question about the application to 
Government for land for a recreation ground. said he had as yet 
received no answer from Yedo. Mr. Hart, Maic Engineer, 
and Mr. Cobden, Municipal Superintendent, having both resigned, 
it was resolved to advertise for gentlemen qualified to do the 
duties of both offices, with a salary of $3,000 year. The Mews 
advocates theadoption of some uniform for the Municipal police, and 

ints its moral by instancing a native fire brizade whose uniform 
Tears a badge composed of a blending of the flags of different 
foreign nations. How this idea percolated from the commune 
sigillum of the Shanghai Municipal Council to the Japs of Hiogo 
does not appear. Visitors to the Kioto Exhibition are becoming 
more numerous, andshould they continue to do soitsclosing may be 
postponed even heyond the 5th of July, which is the date at pre- 
sent announced for its close. But intending visitors are urged to 
do so before the hot weather fairly sets in. Several Japrnese at 
Osaka have been burned by incautiously openiag a cannister con- 
taining sticks of phosphorous, which was picked up bya lad at ebb 
tide in the bed of the river. A decidedly improved steamer, as 
compared with the wretched native craft, is about to be started 
between Osaka and Kioto by Mr. Segar. Hiram 8 Wilkinson, 
Esq., of the Inner Temple has taken his seat as H.B.M. Acting 
Vice-Consul for Hiogo and Osaka. - 

After six months’ delay, caused by the Hiogo Ken demanding 
from the Railway Department $40,000 for the privilege of carryin, 
the line across the old race course ; the department has diverte 
the line past the course, and the works are being prosecuted with 
vigour. 





CHINA. 
—o— 
TIENTSIN. 

Under date of May 28th the correspondent of the North China 
Daily News writes as follows upon the transactions of the Roman 
Catholic priests at Tientsin :— 

The ground in the Eastern suburbs, formerly occupied by the 
Sisters of Charity and the establishment called by the Chinese 
Ying-tsze-tang, has been, during the last twelve months, covered 
with Chinese shops and residences ; the Roman Catholic priests 
have furnished the necessary funds for the erection of the build- 
ings, from which they will of course receive a yearly revenue. 
The Roman Catholic church, commenced last year, is now covered 
in, and will, I imagine, be completely finished in the interior in 
another month, and be then opened for public worship. It is 
situated close to the north extremity of the British settlement, 
and to the west of the Custom House. It has been very well built, 
costing, owing to the great questy of stone-work about it,a 
good deal of money; the building, however, speaks highly in 
favour of the architects and work people, as it is really a very 
beautiful and strong structure. The Consul for France, I un- 
derstand, is at present negotiating for the purchase of the ground 
adjoining the Customs to the north and north west ; and as I do not 
hear of French merchnts having arrived at Tientsin to estahlish 
themselves in business,it may be true,what the Chinese people afirm 
that the Priests are going to erect shops and residences on the 
land, to let to ship compradores, and to other Chinese people who 
employ themselves in providing for the wants of the shipping class. 
The Priests were at one time desirous of establishing an ho - . 
for Chinese within the British settlement, and asked HB. 
Minister for permission to do so. I have reason to suppose that a 
change bas taken place in their views in that respect; and we 
shall no doubt see the hospital erected on the land which they 
are about purchasing. Ifa cemetery is made at the north part of 
the land, the requirements of nautical people will be complete 
and well combined within one piece of ground. 

Last year, or earlier, the Priests purchased lot 11 in the British 
Settlement, originally purchased from the British Government by 
Smith Kennedy and Co. in 1862. They are at present erecting 
on it a two storied dwelling-house and a godown, rented by one of 
the resident mercantile firms. They are the largest land-renters 
at this port, and judging from the number of buildings they have 
already erected, appear to possess considerable funds for invest< 
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ment in buildings and land. Their action in the building wa 
has created considerable life in the settlement, and in the ad- 
joining ground to the north. 





SHANGHAI. 

Our advices from this port by the present mail’extend to June 
16; the French mail from London April 26 arrived out on the 
13th, and the following P. and O. mail of May 3 on the 15th 
June. The following items of intelligence are from the Courier :— 

_ The French Despatch war-steamer Linozs arrived on the 12th 

June, having on board H.E. M. Geoffroi, the new French Minis- 
ter to Peking. The Zinois has called at Swatow, Amoy, Foochow, 
and Ningpo, so that H.E. will have had a passing glimpse of the 
various foreign Settlements onthecoast, which, cursory as it must 
necessarily have been, may prove of some value when he reaches 
the diplomatic seclusion of the capital. 
' A well-known owner and agent of house property in the settle 
ment, having apparently instructed his compradore to affix to an 
untenanted foreign hong in a leading thoroughfare a notice in 
Chinese equivalent to our “No admittance except on business,” 
there duly appears on the gate of the house in question an inti- 
mation that “the barbarian proprietor forbids all Chinese,” etc. 
Can the compradore of a respectable firm be so ignorant as to 
mistake the word barbarian for the word foreigner ? Can he mean 
deliberately to apply an insulting name to his employer? We 
need ey ask whether the employer knows that his own ser- 
vant has styled him a “ barbarian.” 

The 10th June being the annual festival of the dragon boats 
(Tuen-u-tsit), many of our Chinese neighbours devoted them- 
selves to religious observances and subsequent social enjoyment. 
From time to time boats gay with banners and gonfalons, pro- 
pelled by a small sail of blue silk edged with crimson and by five 
oars on each side, shot across the harbour, while a man, appa- 
rently a bonze, in the stern sheets, beat a hollow wooden instru- 
ment, giving, according to Chinese ideas, a religious character to 
the excursion. The rowers were also dressed in the greyish- 
arsed worn by the native monks, but were really, we are told, 

ymen gone a mumming. 

The last meeting for the season of the local branch‘of the Royal 
Asiatic Society has been held. The Rev. G. E. Moule senta 
pore: on ‘ The Obligations of China to Europe, in the matter of 

hysical Science, as acknowledged by eminent Chinese.” Mr. 
Stent followed up his racy account of Chinese Ballads by one on 
the kindred topic of ‘‘ Chinese Legends ;” while Dr. Macgowan 
briefly showed that the Chinese were ahead of Dr. De Jongh and 
his Cod Liver Oil, by explaining their “Use of Shad or Samlai 
in consumption.” Thereafter Judge Goodwin explained some 
hieroglyphs which were laid on the table. This fourfold bill of 
fare had variety enough to suit many different tastes ; and the 
subjects, with the remarks they elicited, made it an unusually in- 
teresting meeting. It was announced that Mr. Goodwin, being 
about to leave for Europe, resigned his position as president, and 
a very cordial vote of thanks was awarded him for his services to 
the society. Many valuable books were presented to the library, 
and a collection of shells and other specimens of natural history 
to the museum. 

The P. and O. steamer Hindostan, which left the harbour on 
the 8th June, did not get away from Woosung till the following 
day. She drew 21 ft. 10 in, and as the tide was the highest of 
the springs and calculated to give 22 ft. 6 in. on the Bar, no diffi- 
culty was anticipated. But on getting in sight of the signal 
tower it was seen that only 20 ft. 6 in. was hoisted, and it became 
necessary to anchor. The difference in depth was due to a change 
of wind. Tugs and lighters were at once sent for, and by relieving 
her of a considerable weight of coal and water she got over the 
bar, and having again taken her load on board ehe sailed as 
above mentioned. 

The frigate lately launched at the Kaou-Chang-Meaou Arsenal 
is being rapidly fitted up. Two of her four boilers, together with 
the cylinders, have been already put on board. A sister frigate, 
made, indeed, from the same moulds, has been for some time on 
the stocks, and is expected to be finished in about twelve months, 
with machinery complete. Besides these there are in course of 
construction two iron steamers, 60 feet long by 12 feet beam and 
4 ft. 9 in. depth of hold. These were laid down by the express 
orders of the late Viceroy Tseng-kwo-fan, who intended to use 
them as despatch boats between Soochow and Nankin. They are 
to be fitted with twin screws, the two points to be aimed at 
being great spect and light draught; each to carry an 18- 

under rifled gun. Besides these, there is to be built a 
large iron steamer—the firet of her class—about 220 feet 
long by 32 feet beam, and calculated at 1,300 tons measure- 
ment. The plates for her have arrived from England, and 
she will be commenced immediately. The powder works at 
Lungwha (near the Pagoda) are being pushed forward, as also & 
factory for making ammunition for breachloaders. In the small 
arms factory, under the direction of mechanics from Enfield, rifles, 
&c., are produced equal to any in Europe. 

The annual meeting of the municipality of the French conces- 
sion was held in the Municipal Hotel on the 11th June. ‘There 
were present M. le Comte de Chappedelaine, Acting Consul. 
General for France, M. E. Morel, Acting President of the Coun- 
eil, M. Forbes, Vice-President, MM. Galle and Aymeri, members, 
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M. Sayn, secretary. The unofficial taxpayers were [represented 
by M. Baron. The Budget, showing a favourable balance of 
Tls, 4,423, was passed. 

The Courier has been publishing a series of very long and ex- 
haustive articles on the “ tonnage dues,” and, like other produc- 
tions of the sort, they contain a good deal that is very true with 
much that is inaccurate. The writer quotes some remarks by 
Mr. Hart in his memorandum of January 31st, 1867 :— 

The coast of China, notwithstanding its fogs in spring, its typhoons 
in autumn, and its heavy northerly blows in winter, is comparatively 
free from the shoals, sunken rocks and dangerous headlands which in 
other parts of the world contribute so much to swell the amount of 
losses by shipwreck. (19) A properly-prepared résumé of the marine 
mishaps of the last five-wud-tweoty years would yo far tu shuw thet, 
typhoons excepted, the causes mnst be looked for not so much in the 
dangers of the navigation as in the carelessness of those on watch, re- 
sulting in collision, fire, or stranding, and in the reckless competition 
which has sent goodly vessels to the bottom with all sail set. Much, 
therefore, as the appropriation of funds to the purpose of lighting the 
coast may do towards insuring against the few dangers that do exist, it 
may almost be said to have for its objects the convenience of navigators 
rather than the security of life and property at sea. 

Upon this, the writer in the Courier adds note detailing the 
casualties, during the present year, of the Suwonada, Chukiang, 
Petho, Hailoong (got off), Ulysses (slightly injured) ; Norna (got 
off), Lona, and Douglas, and to this list prefixes the following 
astounding statement :—‘ The losses by shipwreck on the Chinese 
coast during the last year or two have been so great as to in- 
duce all the local Insurance Companies to cease taking any risks 
on ships, whether steamers or sailing vessels. Whence he derived 
this information we cannot say, but we may remark that every 
one of the above, which sniled from Hong Kong, was insured, and 
that so far from Insurance Companies declining risks, they take 
them as freely as ever. It is a pity that misstatements of this 
sort should abound in otherwise able essays.” 





HONG KONG. 

Dates by this mail extend to the 22nd June. The outward 
French mail of 10th May arrived on the 17th June. The follow- 
ing summary is from the China Mail:— 

The return of Mr. Hart, from Canton affords the Colonial Go- 
vernment a last chance of ascertaining from him personally the 
intention of the Chinese authorities as to the Blockade question 
—a question in which our mercantile community feels naturally 
a vivid interest, As this is a subject upon which Mr. Hart is the 
peculiar and legitimate adviser of the Chinese, his opinion is of 
value. We can hardly believe that so able a man is blind to the 
unnecessary annoyance at present inflicted upon local trade by 
the Customs’ cruisers, or that he desires to take up a |position of 
direct antagonism to the coluny, when so many alternatives are 
open whereby the Customs revenue can be efficiently protected, 
while deprived of the hostile aspect attending the existing system. 

We understand that H.M. Vice-Consul elect for Hainan, Mr. 
Allen, will remain at Canton, pending receipt of instructions from 
Peking respecting the course to bo pursued in view of the diffi- 
culties and delay now interposed in regard to the opening of the 
port of Kiung-Chow. . 

It is rumoured here, among Chinese usually well informed, 
that the Canton Viceroy is about to take serious measures in 
respect to the removal of the guard boats and stations by Go- 
vernor Sam Januario from the vicinity of Macao. Unless these 
boats are immediately allowed to resume their posts and their 
duties, it is said that all native trade with Macao, from Canton 
or the coast, is to be strictly Antari aN 

The Boletim do Governo publishes two invitations to tender, 
which will: be received up to June 25, the first for the privilege 
of selling salt, and the other for opening the Waiseng lottery for 
the term of three years, commencing on Sept. 27 next. For the 
latter licence the highest offer above $22,000 will be accepted. 

We have received the report of the girls’ school at the Roman 
Catholic Convent in Caine-road. The average foreign attendance 
during the past year has been 80, and their progress is stated to 
be satisfactory. Of other schools two for Chinese provide for 40 
infants and 88 older girls ; 20 attend one in Wanchai and 48 are 
enrolled in the St. Enfance at Spring Gardens; 220 are said to be 
fed, clothed and cared for by the sisters of the convent ; and some 
16 are instructed under the direction of the Portuguese ladies.

and Mrs. J. Mcl. Browne, from Peking, and Mr. A. Frater, H.M. 

Acting Vice-Consul at Tamsui. 

‘A Commission has been appointed consisting of the Hon. Charles 
May and the Hon. P. Ryrie, to inquire into the working of the 
opium monopoly in Hong Kong. It may be recollected that 
statements were made to the effect that the amount received from 
the opium tax in Hong Kong was far short of what it ought to 
realise, and though opinions varied on the subject, there seemed 
to bo considerable reason to conclude that the amount paid was 
smaller than it should be. It is to be presumed that this point, 
which is of much importance to the financial welfare of the 
colony, will be set at rest by the investigation.

Mr. Drummond, instructed by Mr. J. J. Francis, appeared for 
the Jtona, and the Acting Attorney-General, instructed by Messrs. 
Caldwell and Brereton, for the Ava. 

His Lordship delivercd thefollowing judgment to day :— 

These were cross-causes of damage arising out of a collision 
which occurred at about a quarter to eight on the evening of the 
14th April last, when the colliding vessels were about twenty 
miles 8.S.W. of Turnabout Island. The colliding vessels were the 
Ava and the Rona. The Ava wasone of the French mail packets, 
at the time of the ‘collision carrying the mails from {long Kong 


ko Shan ghat 5:'the Avan was tte palvel Property a & Merouane: transfer was presented for registration, and that the Company by 


Steam Company, and, at the time of this sad accident, resulting 
in its total loss, the loss of the lives of several on board and the 
whole of the cargo, was sailing under the British flag from Shang- 
hai to Swatow. 

Now I am of opinion that the most convenient course for de- 
termining this case on the merits is to examine the questions 
propo.ed to the nautical Assessors and their general replies to 
them. The questions areas follows :—Was there such negligence 
or want of ordinary care or caution on the part of the Az, the 
Rona or both, as but for such negligence or want of care or cau- 
tion, the collision would not have occurred? Was the collision 
in your judgment occasioned by inevitable accident—-understand- 
ins by the term inevitable accident whether the collision could 
not possibly have been prevented by proper care and sea:nanship 
u der ths particular circumstances of the case? If you answer 
the first question affirmatively, be pleased to state in what in 
your opinion such negligence or want of care or caution consisted. 
After due consideration with the gentlemen who have assisted 
me, the Court is of opinion that there are no circumstances or 
facts proved before it which could range the present case under 
the category of inevitable accident. That question therefore is 
altogether disposed of, and brings us to the next. Were 
both vessels to blame for the collision? That question is 
answered by the nautical Assessors in the negative, and the 
Court fully concurs in the conclusion at which they have arrived. 
The only remaining question therefore is, which of the two 
vessels, the Ava or Rona, is solely to blame for the collision ? 
The Court is satisfied the Rona is solely to blame, for the follow- 
ing reasons :—First, there was want of proper care and caution on 
her part in carrying sail and maintaining such high rate of speed 
when her lights and those of any vessel approaching from the 
opposite direction would obviously be obscured by her smoke. 
Secondly, there was neglect in not porting the helm of the Rona 
at the instant of seeing the Ava’s lights. This the Assessors 
advise me was in their opinion a case of meeting nearly “ end 
on,” and each having the other (according to calculation) not 
more than a point on the bow. : 

There appears to have been further neglect on-the part of the 
ona in not causing her engines to be stopped, when danger was 
imminent. I think it proper to add that both Assessors give it as 
their opinion in distinct terms that no blame for this unfortunate 
accident can be imputed to the Ava. 

Applying my own judgment therefore to the sdvice tendered to 
me by the Assessors, I pronounce the Rona solely to blame for 
this collision, and decree accordingly. The costs in both causes 
will follow the event. 

A. MCLEOD ¥. THE HONG KONG DISTILLERY COMPANY. 

Ilis Lordship delivered the following judgment in this case :— 

I am of opinion that the filing of a Bill on the equity side of 
this Court against a shareholder, under the circumstances set 
forth in the pleadings, afford no answer to an action by a party 
against this Company for refusing to register the shares traps- 
ferred to him by such shareholder, and that such party is entitled 
to a mandamus commanding the transfer. 

Amongst the Articles of Association of this Company are to be 
found the following, and upon the construction to be put upon 
them, the case must be determined :— 

Clause 28 is in these terms :— 

Clause XXVII1.—The company shall have a first and paramount 
lien upon all the shares of any shareholder, for all money due to the 
company, either from him alone or jointly with any other person ; and 
where a share is held by more persons than one, the company shall 
have a lien thereon, in respect of all moneys eo due to it, from all or any 
of the holders thereof. 

Clause 36 provides :— 

Clause XXXVI.—The company may decline to register any transfer 
of shares, whilst the shareholder making the same, is either alone or 
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jointly with any other person, indebted to the company on any account 
whatever. 

Now. giving to these clauses my best consideration, I am un- 
able to follow the Attorney-General to the conclusion that a claim 
for a breach of trust confers a lien which it is in the power of 
this company to enforce within the meaning of that term in 
Clause XXVIII., or can be considered a debt which, so long as it 
remains unsettled, can authorise the company to refuse the re- 
gistration of a transfer. The case of R. v. Pitt, reported in 10 
Adol. and Ellis 272, which was cited in the course of the argu- 
ment, in reality does not affect the question. There the Court of 
Chancery was, to use a legal term, seised of the case, had already 
acted, and had full jurisdiction to do all that ought to have been 
done. Lord Denman, C.J., therefore, might well say that into 
such a case a Court of common law ought not to intrude its juris- 
diction. Another authority furnished to me since the argument 
would tend to confirm me, if my mind required confirmation in 
the propriety of the judgment I am delivering. The case to which 
I referis re the London, Birmingham and South Staffordshire 
Bank, 34 L. J. Ch.418. There was an actual subsisting debt due 
to the Company by the intending transferor, such debt being for 
moncy lent and advanced, and which said debt was only suspended 
during the currency of a Bill of Exchange accepted by the in- 
tendiug transferor. The Master of the Rolls, after time taken to 
consider these, of course decided that there were moneys due to 
the Company from the intending transferor when the deed of 


virtue of the Articles of Association, which were nearly similar to 
those we are considering, were entitled to receive a lien. The 
circumstances of the present case, however, are in every respect 
different. Judgment must be entered for the plaintiff.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS,

SINGAPORE. 
The present mail brings dates from this port to the 30th June ; 


the outward French Mail of 24th May was received on the 24th, 
and the following P. and O. mail of 3lst May? on the 29th June. 
We are indebted to the Straits Times for the following items of 
intelligence :— 


The Legislative Council has held two meetings during the past 
fortnight ; its time has been mainly occupied in remodelling the 
Police Ordinarce passed last year. The Honourable Mr. Green- 
shields, at the meeting on the 27ch June, proposed a resolution 
that the Chinese element should be more largely represented in 
the force, but the Attorney-General’s amendment, limiting the in- 
crease in the Chinese element to the Detective force, was 
carried. The Bill now under consideration is mainly merely a 
modification of the one passed last year and now in force; but 
if any opinion can be formed from the limited experience 
the public have had of the new law, there is still great 
room for improvement before the police force will be brought 
to any degree of efficiency. One much needed improve- 
ment in connection with the police force, namely, providing the 
members and their families with proper quarters, is, we are glad 
to see, to be carried out, the barracks at the Sepoy Lines havin 
been fixed upon forthe purpose, and the Council having sanctione 
the necessary altcrations. Another matter of public interest is 
the proposed change to be made in the treatment of prisoners in 
the jails ; the correspondence relating to this question was placed 
before the Council at the opening of the session, and later memo- 
randums on the same matter have since been published, detailing 
the changes to be made in the discipline, the staff necessary to 
ie them out, and the cost of the alterations required in the 
jail buildings. The Council have approved the estimate for the 
alterations and the proposed establishment, and ordered the 
sums to be placed on the supplementary estimates for the year. 

Among the measures introduced at the opening of the session 
was a Bill for the‘‘ Regulation of Ports and Harbours,” which 
the “ objects and reasons ” state was prepared as far back as 1867, 
but was held in abeyance, owing to the press of more important 
matter for legislation. ‘I'he colony has not suffered materially 
by the delay, and unless the Bill be redrafted, and some of: its 
provisions left out altogether, it would be more to the public ad- 
vantage that it should be put aside for another five years—con- 
taining as it does sections not required here, proposals to farm out 
the fishing stakes and the Government beaches, &c., dc. 

The last mail brought out Earl Kimberley’s despatch to the 
Governor on the question of the New Harbour Railway, in which 
his lordship expresses his readiness to allow the work to be under- 
taken by a company, providing one can be formed to carry it out 
on the basis decided upon. This decision has given great satis- 
faction to the community, who were certainly averse to the em- 
ployment of public money on the railway ; and it is all the more 
gratifying when it is considered that his lordship at the time 
ully believed that the chairman of the public meeting held here, 
the speakers, and all who voted for the resolutions, were either 
directors or shareholders in the Tanjong Pagar Company—his 
lordship’s informants having been Messrs. Ker and Co, The 
various interests concerned have now an opportunity of showing 
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their faith in the financial success of the railway by subscribing 
the capital and beginning the work without further delay. 

Telegraphic communication with the Australian colonies has 
been at last established, by bridging over the gap in the land lines 
by means of a horse express. An experimental express having 

roved successful, the first regular one started on the 25th June. 
he distance to be travelled is, we believe, only about 175 miles, 
which is constantly being shortened by the extension of the tele- 
ph wires, and, should the weather prove favourable, it is ex- 
pected the lines will be completed soon. 

Someanxiety is felt here regarding the Spanish steamer Emiliano, 
which left Manila two days before the Manila mail steamer, the 
latter vessel having been here now four days. It is possible she 
may have met with some accident to her machinery, or have put 
back to Manila. 

The arrivals via-the Suez Canal have been—the Sarpedon from 
Liverpool, Russia and Craigforth from London, on the 16th June, 
‘Macgregor from Leith on the 24th, and Cyphrenes from London 
onthe 25th. Departures homeward have been the Hiudostan, 
Achilles, and Parnassus for London, and Turn for Toulon on the 
18th June,the Statesman for London on the 20th, Una for London 
on the 25th, Tchihatchoff for Odessa on the 26th, and Diomed for 
London on the 27th.

YoxouaMa.—A fair business had been done during the interval in 
Cotton Yarn and in Grey Shirtings, and prices of both, owing to scantiness 
of supplies, had advanced. As regards other Cotton Goods, Turkey Red 
Shirtings had been quiet, T-Cloths and Drills were neglected, and the 
demand recently shown for Blankets had ceased. Wovllen Goods were 
quiet, at unchanged rates, with the exceptions of Alpacas ancl Mousse- 
lines, for which some inquiry had been manifested, at $9 to 9.80 for the 
former and 2lc. to 24¢., plain, 25c. to 35c. printed for the latter. The 
closing rates were—for Cotton Yarn, No. 16 to 24, $43.75 to 44.25 per 
picul; No. 28 to 32, $46.25 to 46.75; No. 38 to 42, $44 to 44.75; 
G.E. Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs., 384 yards, 39 in., $2,324 to 2.874 per 
piece ; do., 8 Ibs., $2.524 to 2.574; do., 9 Ibs., $2.85 10 2.90. 

HANKow.—The sales reported showed a considerable business in 
Grey Cottons for the fortnight, whilst those of other fabrics continued 
on a most limited scale. Grey Shirtings: Small sales of 7 lbs. at Tis. 
1.70 to 1.73; medium makes of 8} Ibs in favour with buyers at Tis, 
1.89 to 1.91, the market closing weak; Eagles had not attracted so 
much attention, 9# lbs., Tla. 2.63 to 2.75 per picce. White Shirtings: 
Sales small. T-Cloths: 6lbs. saleable with difficulty at 2 to 3 cande- 
reens reduction; 7 Ibs. also slightly weaker with fair sales; 8 lbs. 
realised Ts. 1.81 to 1.89 per piece. Drills: An advance of about 1 
mace has taken place, but owing to free supplies prices were not strong. 
Fancy Cottons: Sales very limited. WWoollens and Worsteds: Sales 
almost entirely confined to Long Ells, Scarlet being most reudily sale- 
able. Lustres: Former values maintained with sales to a moderate 
extent. Metals.—Lead : Steady at Tls. 4.65 to 4.75 per picul. Quick- 
silver: Weak at Tis. 75 per picul. 

SHANGHAI.—At the reduced prices lately established a fair business 
in Grey Shirtings and T-Cloths had been done, but a con-iderable 
quantity of mildewed Goods had been disposed of by public auction. 
This had satisfied immediate wants, and the market closed very dull. 
Tho monetary pressure had continued, and it hed been most difficult to 
get goods cleared. The rate of exchange on London having declined, 
and the Native money market looking easier, an advance in the price 
of goods, and a better feeling generally was looked for. Stocks of the 
leading staples showed no diminution whatever since the beginning of 
the year. Fancy Cottons: Scarlet ground and small pattern Chintzes 
had been in fair inquiry, but Dyed Goods were neglectcd. Woollens: 
The market was very quiet, a few sales of good assortments of Figured 
Orleans were reported, and Plain Black Lustres were still sought after 
for Japan. 
faFoocuow.—Sales had been, 1,950 pieces 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings, at 
$2.85 to 2.874 per piece ; 300 pieces 8 Ibs. at $2.75 per piece. T-Cloths, 
8 Ibs. 400 pieces at $2.75 to 2.80 per piece; 7 Ibs. 1,850 pieces at 
$2.12} to 2.50 per piece; 6 Ibs. 300 pieces at $1.924 per piece. Lead, 
400 pigs at $7 to teamen. 

Hone Kone.—There had been no improvement in the market for 
manufactures.

Govan flat bar worth $3.90 to 4, no 
sales. Nailrods held for $4}. Hoop advanced to $43 to 5. Swedish 
flat bar, $44 to 43. Lead is weaker ; L B sold at $6.20.

YoxoHAMA.—Native dealers having considerably reduced their pre- 
tensions, a large business had resulted, and settlements since May 23 
amounted to about 5,500 piculs, consisting principally of good medium 
grades ; there had been very little of the choice kinds on offer, as it 
was yet early In the season for them. Supplies had come in frecly, and 
further large arrivals were expected ; the stock of new Teas was about 
2,500 piculs. The quality was fair, and there was every prospect of an 
abundant crop. The last P.M.S.8. steamer for San Francisco took 
209,234 Ibs. for New York, 45,330 lbs. for San Fraucisco, 11,775 lbs. 
for Boston, and 2,374 Ibs. for Chicago. Quotations :—Common, good 
common, medium, nominal, good medium, $35 to 89 per picul; fine, 
$40 to 44; finast, $45 to 50; choice, $52 to 60. 

Hanxow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.’s Report says :—Since 
the issue of our report for the French mail, dated 4th June, we havo 
had rather a fluctuating market. The easier tone of things then noticed 
continued till a reduction of from one to two taels took place, but a 
recovery at once ensued, latest settlements showing the market to have 
returned to fully its previous firm position. The Teas on offer are low 
to fair medium kinds, ranging at a lald down cost in London of from 
1s. 4d. to Is, 10d., prices which offer but little prospect of a favourable 
outturn. Lee-lings, Wun-kais, and other of the inferior Oonam kinds 
are selling at the lower price, and the higher rates are commanded by 
Cheong-sow-kai, Soong-yong and Toong-shan teas. Good useful 
Oonfar Tea can be bouzht at Tis. 23 to 24, at which prices they offer the 
best value, but"the cost in London, say Is. 8d. to 1s. 844., is too high for 
safety. The transactions of the week amount to 20,519 chests, 15,737 
half.chests, 4,358 boxes, viz.:—At exchange 6s, 3d., and freight £5 
adding Tis. 5 for duty, &c. The Customs export to 7th Jun», made up 
for the Chamber of Commerce Circular, is 19,155,728 Ibs., ayainst 
12,029, 625 Ibs. Jast year, and 12,575,249 Ibs. in 1870. It must be re- 
membered, however, that there is a difference of a week's business in 
the above figurcs. Our estimate of shipments to date, including 
Ningchows, compared with the same number of days last year, is 
27,900,000 lbs., agains: 23,200, 000 Ibs, 

KIUKIANG AND Swatow.—No business bad been transacted at 
there ports. : 

SHANGHAI.—Buying of Black Teas began on June 3 by the settle- 
ment of two parcels of fair medium Hohows at Tle. 21}, and since then 
a steady businces had been done, The reported settlements amonnted 
to the equivalent of 18,836 chesta, and comprised Hohows at Tls. 17 to 
284, Oopacks at Tia, 254 to 35, and Ningchows at Tis. 26 to 35 per 
picul—a range of prices which does not differ materially from those 
current at the corresponding date lust season. Reshipments were esti- 
mated at 13,610 chests, and stock at 56,337 chests, against 36,000. 
chests at about same date last year. The market fur new Pingsueys 
opened on June 5—a week earlier than la-t year—by the settlement of 
a parcel of very fine quality and assortment at Tls. 66 per picul, and a 
fair amount of business had since been transacted at prices ranging from 
Tis. 42 to 61, the total settlement reported being equal to 8,284 half- 
chests, S.nce the departure of the American mail steamer on June 12, 
for shipment by which some of the earlier settlements were made, holders 
had been asking more moderate prices than when the Teas were first 
placed upon the market, and in some instances had accopted offers 
considerably below those which they had previously declined to enter- 
tain. Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s Circular says: —“‘ We consider th> 
crop, so far as we have seen it, to be superior in quality to that of last 
season, the Teas being fresh in water, and of good flavour. In the make 
little difference is noticeable; but it would seem that somewhat moro 
attention than usual has been paid to the appearance, a fair proportion 
of the chops offered being of bright and attractive finish. The present 
range of prices is higher than the opening rates of last season; but we 
estimate that it varies little from the values at which the bulk of tho 
business took place ae the season advanced —making allowance for the 
improvement in quality before alluded to. The stock is 19,939 half- 
chests, of which 1,000 half-chests are local-packed Teas.” 

Foocnow.—The Congou market had been rather more active; ina 
measure owing to tho entrance of Australian buyers, and a gradual 
concession on the part of holders had encouraged settlements. Prices 
of all but the finest grades were quoted one to two taels lower, In the 
Pakling district some second crop leaf had been purchased at prices 
which were about two taels higher than last season‘s, and Teas from 
this as well as from other districts were expected to arrive in a week or 
ten days from date. Soachongs had commacded prices within about 
one tael of what was given last year, while the Tcas of this season were 
rather preferable in quality. Settlements of Oolong had amounted to 
nearly 6,000 half-chests, a portion being intended for the American 
market, but, with the exception of two or three small parcels in boxes, 
they include cargo grades, and in fact musters of fine chops had not 
been shown, the same being kept up country until the usual strings are 
completed. The Oolones to hand so far wero in many instances rather 
irregular in make, and mixed with yellow Icaf. Scented Teas had been 
settled to the extent of about 9,000 boxes, and they had dropped one 
to two taels in value. Settlements had been :—Congon, 133,352 chests 
at Tls. 7.8 to 8.8 o.b. for dust and siftings; Tle, 11.8 to 13.8 0.b. for 
broken leaf; Tis. 16.3 to 18.8 0.b. for ordinary to common; Tis, 20.8 to 
27.8 0.b. for medium to good medium ; Tis. 28.8 to 42.8 o.b. for fine 
to choicest. Souchong, 5,841 chests at Tis. 27.8 to 32.8 o.b, for low 
medium to fine; Ts. 35.8 to $9.8 o.b. for finest. A few fancy parcels 
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commanded Tis. 43.8 and 62.8 0.b. Oolong, 5,746 half chests at Tis. 
23.8 0.b. for common cargo; Tis. 29.8 to 328 o.b. for superior cargo 


and fine. Scented Tea 8,802 boxes at Tis. 28.3 to 35.3 o.b. for 
mrdiam to finest. Flowery Pekoe, 3,491 chests at Tis. 30.3 to 
94.8 0.b. 


Amoy.—The market opened on June 6 by the purchaso of about 
5,000 packages at ra'es equal to $4 over last vear's opening prices. 
Musters had since been shown representing 53,200 packages. Settle- 
ments amounted to 24,382 packages, and being almost entirely in etrings 
comprisiug different qualities, approximate quotations for the different 
grades can only be given, say :—Choicest, $48 to 60; finest, $42 to 

« 47; fine, $38 to 41; superior, $34 to 37 ; good, $30 to 33. 

CANTON.—A steady business had been doing during the fortnight, 
resulting in rather a large aggregate. Prices, on the average, had not 
varied much ; fair to medium Scented Capers were at one time selling 
at cheaper rates, while Gunpowders had realised very extreme value. 
Scented Teas: Of Scented Orange Pekoes, the assortment of long leaf 
sorts had not been at all attractive, and, quality considered, in many in- 
stances full prices had been paid ; a fair proportion of the settlements, 
however, were comprised of new make kinds, which had beon selling at 
Tis. 16} to 17 per picul. Scented Capers, of fair to medium quality, 
Were purchased at the full decline advised by last English mail, but the 
stock of desirable leaf being much reduced, holders were showing more 
firmness; the finer kinds had throughout maintained their value. 
Canton Greens: Gunpowders had been taken at very full prices, com- 
pared with the early settlements, and were dear, taking in view the de- 
pressed state of the market in London for this description. A few 
‘Young Hysons had found buyers at Ils. 19 to 20 per picul ; and further 
purchases of Imperial were reported for the Continent. Settlements 
from Sth to 19th June:—Cunton District Congous, none; Scented 
Orange Pekoe, 12,000 boxes, at Tis. 16} to 31 ; Scented Capers, 28,000 
boxes, at Tls. 16 to 30. Canton Greens: Gunpowder, 5,000 boxes, at 
Tis. 19 to 28; Imperial, 500 boxes, at Tl3s. 22; Youug Hyson, 1,200 
boxes, at Tis. 19 to 20. Stocks estimated at: —2,000 boxes Canton Dis- 
trict Congous, 10,000 boxes Scented Orange Pekoes, 25,000 boxes 
Scented Caper, 15,000 boxes Gunpowder, 2,000 boxes Imperial, and 
15,000 boxes Young Hyson. 

SILK. 

Yoxouama.—About 300 bales had been settled during the interval 
—nearly all of Oshu kinds—at unaltered prices. There remained no 
stock on offer, and the season was considered to have closed, the settle- 
ments having reached a total of 14,600 bales. 

SHANGHAI.— Messrs, Skeygs and Co.'s Circular says : —Our last issue 
was published on the Ist June, since when we have had a very active 
market ; prices continued to range about the same until the departure 
of the French and American mails, when exchange began to show 
symptoms of weakness; this, coupled with news of the failure of the 
Italian crop, gave a fresh stimulus to buyers, and settlements for the 
fortnight have reached nearly 6,000 bales, including a few held over 
from last English mail; prices close firm at an advance of 10 to 15 
taels. The quality of Silk appears to be improving, and the size some- 
what finer, but most of it is still very foul and cased. Telegraphic 
advices have been received reporting sales of new Silk to arrive, Red 
Peacocks, 25s. 6d. to 258. 104d., Black Lion, Blue Elephant, and Chin 
Jan, 26s. Od. respectively. Incense and No. 1 Dancing Bear, 27s. 31., 
™_ showing a margin of loss on present purchases of 18. to 1s. 6:1. 
per Ib. . 

Canton.—The second crop produce began to arrive on June 15; 
vory high rates were ruling in the country, and this, coupled with the 
fact that 60 per cent. of the produce was Yellow Silk, has put a stop 
to business. The Silk was in all respects better than the first crop, but 
still not clean or fine enough, ulihongh of good colour. Natives reported 
an unusually large crop, anticipating that fully 3,000 bales short reels 
would be sent down; a portion of this (say about 500 bales) would be 
re-recled, leavin 2,500 bales available for shipment to Europe. Set- 
tlements of 3,000 boxes re recls ave reported at previous quotations. 
The stock was estimated at 50 bales Loongkongs, 200 bales Tea'lee 
recls, 70 bales Kowkonys, 20 bales Cumchucks, Lacklows, &c., and 150 
bales of inferior dcscriptions.

Captain Thomas Maitland Rodney died last week, aged sixty-one. 
The deceased officer was the eldest surviving son of the late Hon. 
John and Lady Louisa Rodney. He entered the navy in February, 
1824, aud was made lientenant in August, 1832. He served on the 
South American station and at New South Wales, participated in the 
earlier operations of the China war, and was promoted to commander 
in November, 1846, after subsequently serving in the Pacific. 

Mr. ANDERSON, one of the founders, and up to his death chairman 
of the P. and O. Company, having left by his will £1,000, the interest 
to be expended annually in a dinner to the officers in the employ of 
the company to commemorate the establishment, the first dinner was 
held Jast week at the Cryatal Palace, when forty-nine officials were 
present, Mr. Hadow, chairman of the company, occupying the chair.

THE HARGREAVES CASE. 

[r is with feelings of regret, on every account, that we find 
the painful scandal which resulted in the conviction of Mr. 
Hanareaves last year at Shanghai revived in an unsatis- 
factory sort of paper war—we caunot call it a correspond- 
ence—which has been originated by the ill-judged defendant 
himself. We could have hoped that the interval of 
suffering which Mr. Harcreaves has had to submit, to in 
consequence of his own acts, would have furnished opportunity 
for such calm reflection as would have convinced him that 
the position he assumed was morally untenable, assured him 
that the sentence arrived at after patient inquiry was not 
more severe than public justice demanded, and persuaded 
him to employ his unquestionable talents in a more 
legtimate way on his release. Mr. Harareaves cannot 
but be aware of the pain which was felt by the com- 
munity by the utter absence of any satisfactory method 
of clearing up, or accounting for, the nature of his transac- 
tione. It is painful to speak severely of any man who has 
paid the penalty of his misconduct—we had much rather 
agree with Dickens’s Mr. Mapewicg, in “ Great Expecta- 
tions,” when that reformed convict says, “ Never mind what 
I did in them days—all that’s worked of.” But it is still 
more painful to find a culprit afflicted with a moral obtuse- 
ness, which Mr. Mapewick would have disdained, and ap- 
pealing to popular sympathy in the face of faots. 

Mr. Haroreaves’s “ address to the mercantile community 
“ and others at Shanghai, and other trading ports of North 
“ China,” can only be regarded as a blunder tacked on toa 
crime. Its arguments are sophisms, as wire-drawn as they 
are obstinately clung to; aud the sole consequence of his 
present manifesto will be to prejudice him in the minds of 
those who, from old associations, had hoped that his convio- 
tion in law would have been attended with the moral con- 
viction which he vainly attempts to repudiate. “Go; and 
sin no more!” was the reflection which Mr. HarGreaves's 
best friends could have wished him to have seen inscribed 
on the prison door, when it released him after expiating 
his wrong-doing, and sent him into the world again, 
as we hoped, “a wiser and a better man.” We do 
not propose to follow Mr. Hara@reaves through the 
mazes of his apology. Indeed, we are not sure that Mr. 
THORBURN, notwithstanding the provocation he received, has 
not devoted too much labour to demolishing with such 
elaboration so flimsy an argument. Public justice was satis- 
fied ; the verdict of the jury, and the sentence of the Judge, 
had been fully confirmed by publio opinion ; and, when Mr. 
Hareraves rushed into print on his release, we think Mr. 
THorsurn could very well have afforded to “ let him alone 
“ most severely "—as SYDNEY SMITH says. We, who, at the 
time of his trial, expressed the regret with which we found 
ourselves compelled to concur in the justice of the sentence, 
shall not be suspected of any undue leaning towards Mr. 
Harcreaves. We now feel similar regret that he should 
have taken a false step, which may probably tell to his dis- 
advantage on his re-entering the commercial world.

and evoked by manly contrition for an avowed fault. But 
where the contrition is absent, and the fault glossed over, 
society is apt to keep its pity in its pocket. 
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JAPANESE FARMERS. 

In commenting recently on the rapid political changes 
which have taken place within the last few years in Japan, 
we expressed our belief that the very rapidity of the onward 
movement would inevitably give rise, from time to time, to. 
reactionary protests on the part of those who deem their 
own particular interest jeopardised by the reforms introduced. 
The mail just arrived from Japan confirms the truth of our 
remark. Agriculturists are, as a rule, more opposed to 
change than any other body of men, avd in this respect the 
Japanese do not differ from the rest of the world. To the 
farmers then, the progressionists are peculiarly distasteful, 
and itis from them that the first appearance of dissatisfac- 
tion has come. According to advices received, it appears 
that the farmers at Hasa-zama-mura, and Kawama-mura sud- 
denly rose in arms against tho authorities, and marched to- 
wards Nii-gata, with the intention, it is asserted, of murdering 
the foreigners resident there. Fortunately the Governor of 
Nii-gata was equal to the occasion, and by the adoption of 
prompt measures, succeeded in entirely suppressing the 
revolt, before any serious mischief had arisen. The imme- 
diate cause of the outbreak is desoribed as having been the 
imposition of a tax for the purpose of making a canal, but 
the real cause of discontent is revealed in the announcement 
that the rioters were under the command of “five or six 
“leaders, who assumed the names of old warriors, styled 
“ themselves by titles of high rank, and were dressed in the 
“ old warriors’ dress, and armed with long swords.” The 
Japanese Government is to be congratulated on the ease 
with which this outbreak has been put down, and the officials 
are deserving in every way of the support of the Foreign 
Ministers for the anxiety they evinced for the protection of 
the lives and property of Europeans. In carrying out the 
changes which have been introduced into the constitution of 
Japan, mainly by the advice of the foreign representatives, 
and notably by that of Sir Harry Parkes, it is but natural 
that the Government should look to the latter for continued 
counsel and help. It will be some time before the Mixapo’s 
advisers will be able to throw off their leading-strings, and 
until that time arrives, constant watchfulness should be 
exercised by those who have undertaken to guide them. Mr. 
Grant Watson, who has recently taken charge of British 
interests in Japan, will find it no light task to act up to the 
réle so ably played in this respect by Sir Harry Parkes, but 
it will behove him to see, both in the interest of natives and 
foreigners, that the position we have assumed in the conduct 
of Japanese affairs be maintained, and not allowed to slip 
into a second or third rate place as China. 





THE SINGAPORE RAILWAY. 

In the Straits Times of 22nd June we find a copy of a 
despatch from Lord Kimpegtey to Governor Orp on the 
subject of the New Harbour Railway, the last paragraph of 
which evidences so much ignorance of public opinion in 
Singapore, and takes what we believe to be so dangerous a 
view of the functions of Government, that we hasten to make 
a few remarks upon it. Our readers need not fear a disser- 
tation upon the merits of “the long line” and “ short 
line.” These have been decided upon by the Legislative 
Council of the Straits, and in their decision we concur. Two 
companies were in the field willing and eager to construct 
their favourite line. The Council gave the preference to the 
long line, thinking it desirable that all the private wharves 
in New Harbour should share the advantages of easy com- 
munication with the town. The stipulations which Govern- 
ment require are not unreasonable ; they are, indeed, only 
such as have been willingly adopted in other instances, and 
we should have thought that there was how an end of the 
question, but for the clause in the despatch referred to, which 
seems to imply that the Colonial Secretary has reason to 
think, that the parties who but a few months since expressed 
themselves anxious to construct the railway are now likely 
to abandon the undertaking. Lord Kimpertey writes :— 

‘Tn the event of no company constituted in a manner which 
‘“‘T can approve being formed, I continue to think that the 
“ financial condition of the colony will justify the Govern- 
“ment in executing a work which, independently of the 
“ conflicting interests of rival traders, is obviously of great 
“ public importance.’ 

Now, against such an argument as this itis incumbent on 
the Straits to raise an immediate and decided protest. Go- 
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shouldering the pickaxe. Even if it were demonstrated that 
the work would be remunerative, and that revenue from it 
would accrue to the State, we should still strongly demur to 
the Executive taking from private persons any enterprise in 
which they were ready to engage. In the opinion of a 
certain class of politicians, the State is nothing more than a 
machine to supersede that individual enterprise and per- 
sonal emulation to which England owes so much. A glance at 
the proceedings of Parliament this session will prove what we 
say. The vast reforms needed in our judicial and penal system 
have had to make way for endless chattering about the pre- 
servation of fish, the merits of Scotch Catechism, and the 
age at which a child may drink beer!’ Government is to be 
an educational machine, cramming so many children with 
the “three R.’s”—a police machine dictating the hour at 
which we must be home at night—a sanitary machine, de- 
ciding on what we are “to eat, drink, and avoid.” In short, 
it is to do everything but the one thing it should do—leave 
us alone. We are to be brought into the condition of 
France and its paternal government. 

The beginnings of a policy such as this should be most 
narrowly watched and criticised, whether in England or the 
Colonies ; and we warn the Straits Settlements that the 
moment they lose faith in their own enterprise and accept 
aid from Government, they will have entered on a path 
which must end in disaster. It may be answered that the 
success of Government assistance to the railway in Ceylon 
militates against what we are saying, but we need hardly 
point out the difference between the two cases. Because a 
line like that from Kandy, absolutely essential for the convey- 
ance of produce to the harbour, was saved from utter ruin 
by Government taking it over at about half its cost, and 
working it, is hardly an argument for Government under- 
taking in Singapore that very part of the work which proved 
80 ruinous in Ceylon, viz., the construction of the line. If the 
company that proposes to make the New Harbour railway 
should find itself bankrupt, when the work is finished, we 
quite admit that the propriety of Government interference 
will then be a point for gonsideration. 

This brings us to consider the grounds upon which the 
Colonial Secretary bases his opinion that Government may 
themselves fairly undertake the job of making the railway. We 
say job advisedly, because every one knows that a work of this 
sort undertaken by the State, costs twice as much as when 
managed by private individuals. Lord Kmper ey says that 
the surplus revenue of the colony, and “ the great public im- 
“ portance” of the work, have led him tothe conclusion he has 
adopted. We fear we are very obtuse—because his lordship 
remarks that the great public importance is “obvious.” 
Now, this is the very point we want to be satisfied about. 
Lord Kimserzey may be blessed with an intuition to which 
we can Jay no claim ; we can only form our poor judgment 
upon the evidence, which is unmistakably against the view 
adopted by the Secretary of State. 

A public meeting was held last February in Singapore to 
protest against Government meddling with the railway. The 
Straits Times remarked upon this meeting that Lord Kim- 
BERLEY has “been grossly misinformed” regarding its cha- 
racter. As to the employment of surplus revenue Lord 
KIMBERLEY’s words should be a warning to the Straits. The 
“ finances are at present in a good position,” says the Hon. 
Mr. GREENSHIELDS, when speaking in the Council last month ; 
“they look well on paper ; but they are subject to many vi- 
“ cissitudes, and we cannot, looking to the sources from which 
“they are derived, look with perfect confidence to their con- 
“ tinuance in that position.” Words well worth consideration 
these. A surplus to the Colonial-office is like ham to Chinese 
servants, they cannot keep their hands off it. We recommend 
all our colonies to keep no ham in the house. When they have 
® surplus let them invest it in works that will be of lasting 
benefit to all classes of the population. Singapore has no 
need to look far for worthy objects on which they may spend 
every cent that can bespared from the Exchequer. The town 
is without a proper supply of water; the river is silting 
up with mud, and the effluvia from it at low tide is becoming 
insupportable ; the lunatic asylum, and the hospital accom- 
modation and attendance is a disgrace to any English settle- 

ment. The seeds, in fact, are being sown which may germinate 
at any moment, and rain the sanitary character and the 
revenue also of Singapore in a day, by decimating it with 
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plead for all classes in the colony— 
not for the European only, but the Asiatic. We ask that 
these latter may be guarded against the frightful ravages 
which a pestilence would undoubtedly create among them.

CHINA CUSTOMS RETURNS. 

The returns for the quarter ending with March last have been 

published ; the following is our usual resume of them :— 
TIENTSIN, 

Mr. Commissioner Hannen reports the revenue as having de- 
clined from Tls. 43,398 to Tls. 40,150. The number and tonnage 
of the vessels entered, however, rose in comparison with the same 
period in theprevious year. In imports, grey shirtings continued 
to decline, but t-cloths showed the enormous increase of from 
28,315 pieces in 1871 (and about 92,000 in the two previous yeers) 
to 223,000 pieces this year. English drills had similarly advance 
from 11,350 pieces to 56.871, though Dutch and American drills 
were also imported in greatly increased quantities. Jeans and 
twills show no less than 26,741 pieces compared with 1,345 the 
year previous. Velvets, velveteens, and fustians, continued their 
steady increase. Wuollens showed an increase, ours re to 
lustres and orleans ; but this was greatly counteracted by the fall- 
ing off in woollen and cotton mtxtures. 

NEWCHWANG. 

Mr. James H. Hart, Deputy Commissioner in charge, reports 
that, owing to the plentiful crops of last year, the amount of 
native produce brought from the interior of the province to this 
port for exportation was considerably above that of previous 
years. There is therefore reason to anticipate a prosperous year’s 
trade. The stock of beans was estimated at 500,000 piculs, being 
in excess of that of former years by about 200,000 piculs; 
230,000 pieces of bean cake, and 310,000 piculs of bean oil, were 
also in store. During the early part of the quarter an additional 
local tax was levied on opium ; the total tax now levied, fees, 
&c., included, amounts to kup’ing taels 0.3.2.2 per catty, or 
nearly twice what it was under the old régime. 

It must be confessed that the remainder of what Mr. Hart 
euphemistically calls “the statistics of the trade of this port for 
the firat quarter of the year 1872” are exceptionally meagre, 
there being literally xo return of the amounts of imports, exports, 
or revenue for the period in question. In the face of such defi- 
ciencies it is difficult to attach so much importance to this report 
as we could wish. 

CHEFOO. 

Mr. H. E. Hobson, Deputy Commissioner, reports a favourable 
reaction in trade, the market forchief staples, iron and sugar ex- 
cepted, being materially improved. Cotton goods arrived to 
the extent of 259,737 pieces, as against 247,901 last year. While 
grey and white shirtings were short as compared with the deli- 
veries in the corresponding quarter of last season, figured de- 
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scriptions, together with T cloths, drills, and jeans were in excess 
by 4,421, 37,890, 9,945, and 3,119 pieces respectively, The im- 
portation of woollens amounted to 9,488 pieces, against 5,617 in 
1871, and 8,522 in 1870, but these fabrics do not appear to have 
passed off so easily as cottons. In exports a good business was 
done, and more might have been had there been sufficient ship- 
ping in port to meet the demand. The demand for shipping con- 
tinued during the whole three months, and those vessels which 
were fortunate enough to visit this port secured handsome 
freights The revenue, which fell from Tls. 71,735 in 1870 to 
Ts. 69,216 last year, now rose to Tis. 110,044. 

The cold experienced during the quarter was more severe than 
usual, the ice sometimes preventing communication with the 
shipping. Snow fell on fifteen days. 

HANKow. 

Mr. Commissioner A. Macpherson reports a large decrease in 
the import of grey shirtings and in raw cotton. Trade was in a 
state of stagnation. The revenue, however, showed ‘Ils. 82,413, 
against Tls. 87,313 last year, and Ts. 53,829 in 1870, tough there 
were but 73 vessels entered, as against 120 last year. 

KIUKIANG. 

Mr. Commissioner E. B. Drew reports that there were no settle- 
ments in tea during the quarter, and the export to Shanghai was 
trifling The total export in black was remarkably large (nearly 
3,000,000 Ibs. in excess of 1870-71), owing to the increased culti- 
vation of tea much nearer to Kiukiang. The falling off in the 
export of green tea, as compared with last season, amounting to 
558,533 lbs., is simply evidence of the continued and grow- 
ing preference of the Ningpo to the Kiukiang route. The 
vessels entered weve 95, against 108 last year. The imports 
of shirtings and T-cloths, however, showed an increase of nearly 
30,000 pieces. Woollens fell off. Opium recovered the amount of 
the same quarter in 1870. The revenue fell from Tls. 33,077 to 
Tis. 20,269. 

The Transit Table now, for the first time, shows the result for 
au entire quarter of the free issue of passes to Chinese and 
foreigners alike. It is not worth while to institute any comparison 
with previous years, when the issue of passes was restricted to 
foreigners. But, summarising the quarter, 514 passes were 
issued, covering twenty-seven different kinds of goods, besides 
eight others too insignificant in quantity to require mention. 
The entire value of the articles which availed of the passes was 
Tls. 174,546.40. The value of the import trade— goods of foreign 
origin—last year was for four quarters Tis. 2.567,449. This gives 
some notion of the present proportion of imports sent into the 
country under pass. Goods have been sent to twenty-seven 
places in Kiang-si; these include all but one of its fourteen de 
partment capitals, not excepting Nanugan-fu, the remotest, in 
the extreme south 1,320 di (say 440 miles) from Kiukiang. To 
the 8.E., Ning-tu-chow is the farthest point; to the 8.W. Tuan- 
chow ; and, to the E., Kuang-hsin. The extreme points to the 
N.E. and W. are in Ngan ‘Hui and Hu Pei Every oue of the im- 
portant tributaries of the Kau, and every one of the rivers which, 
independent of Kan, belong to the basin of this province, has now 
been traversed actually up to, or very near to, its head of navi- 
gation, by goods under the pass, and as, but with few exceptions, 
the towns of Kiang-si are on navigable rivers, there seems to be 
no longer any check upon the full opportunity of testing what 
will be the consuming power of this large province under a new 
and very simple form of way-taxation for the goods, after the 
rate of it has been considerably reduced in amount, and uni- 
versally as to place. The places of distribution in Ngan ‘Hui are 
the Wu-quan and Kien te—tea districts—and Ngan-king, T‘ai- 
hu, and aca aban; the last-named being the most remote to- 
wards the NE. In Hu-pei, T’ung-shan-shien to the W.. in the 
black tea districts is the farthest from here. The principal articles 
for which passes have been availed of are grey shirtings, T-cloths, 
lead, tin, pepper, seaweed, and sugar. 

The record of passes issued affords a certain means not formerly 
possessed of knowing the current of trade in the interior, and the 
relative business importance of the different towns. As yet our 
returns are not sufficient to found any opinion upon; but they 
are useful in that direction, Nauchang Fu is fash the greatest 
market, both iu the variety and quantity of goods taken. It re- 
ceives mure than half of the cottons and woollens, and a fair 
Proportion of sixteen other articles. Most of the tin also goes 
there. 

Mr. Commissioner Drew concludes one of the most interesting 
and exhaustive reports we have read, by mentioning that, on the 
20th January, the US gunboat Jfonocacy arrived at Hu-kow, where 
she lay nine days without communicating with this port. About 
this time the Yangtsze had fallen so low that the deeper draught 
vessels ceased to ascend above Hu-kow. Mr. Drew adds :— 

“In several former Gazettes I have mentioned disturhances 
which indicate the existence of certain secret societies in Kiang- 
si. It would appear that those societies—the Ko Lao ‘Hui more 
especially—cause the authorities considerable trouble and uneasi- 
ness. Arrests are occasionally made in different cities. . . There 
is no reason for apprehending any serious or general trouble.” 

The repairs of the stone building, so long demanded, had not 
even been commenced on the Ist April, 

_CHINKIANG, 
. Mr. Oo nmissioner Detring reports that the year has opened 
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under the most favourable auspices. The slackening of.trade 
usually attending the Chinese new year was this time hardly 
noticeable, nearly every article of import shows a considerable in- 
crease, more especially grey shirtings, T-cloths, assorted piece 
goods, and opium. The encrmous exportation of grain has sur- 
passed the most sanguine expectations as to the productiveness of 
the soil in this part of the Empire. It is estimated that, besides 
855,811 piculs shipped to the svuthern ports in foreign vessels, 
about 130,000 piculs were sent to Shanghai in junks. At the end 
of the quarter a large stock remained in the market, prices ranging 
low. 

The prss system was extended to native merchants on the 30th 
March. Ownership is, therefore, no longer of any weight. 

The number of vessels entered was 234, compared with 160 in 
the same quarter last year. The revenue shows Tis. 113,319, 
against Tis. 16,984 in the same time. 

SHANGHAI. 

Mr. Commissioner Dick reports an increase in the revenue from 
Tis. 681,836 to Tls. 750,554. The number of vessels entered was 
472, against 351 in the corresponding quarter of last year. In 
imports there was a falling off in grey shirtings, and an increase 
in T-cloths, drills, sheetings and lustres. In exports the most 
noticeable item is rice, which rose from 8,140 y.iculs in the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1870 to 258,084 piculs in the first quarter of last 
year, and the astounding quantity of 1,642,874 piculs this last 
quarter. The total export of silk for the three months was 5,792 
bales, of which all but 47 were sent to foreign countries—Great 
Britain taking 3 449. 

Mr. Dick’s concluding paragraphs are very, perhaps too, laconic. 
They run thus :— 

General remarks.— Vil. 

Occurrences.— Ni. 

NINGPO. 

Mr. Commissioner White reports a satisfactory trade, especially 
in piece goods and opium, the latter showing an increase against 
1871 of piculs 301.03. Sugars were neglected, the scarcity of 
tonnage greatly affecting the trade. The export of tea was fairly 
maintained. Wheat was in demand for Amoy, and 5,108 piculs 
had been shipped there, against a nid export last year. The ton- 
nage shows & decrease—inwards of 3,619 tons, and outwards of 
4,292 tons. The total revenue collection again exhibits an _in- 
crease of Tls. 6,944, under only three headings, however—opium 
duties, and inward and outward transit ducs. 


FOOCHOW. 

Mr.H. Néetzli Deputy Commissioner in charge, reports revenue 
Tls. 226,755, as against Tls. 330,389 in the corresponding quarter 
of last year. The tonnage entered rose from 25,677 to 31,611. In 
imports T-cloths maintained their average, and grey shirtings 
showed a marked increase over last year. Here again we find she 
unsatisfactory phrase—“ General remarks — Nw.” 


TAMSUI (FORMOSA). 

Mr. Commissioner de Champs reports the steady increase of the 
revenue from Tls, 8,179 in the corrosponding quarter of 1870 to 
Ts. 14,596 last year, and 17,013 now. Twenty-eight vessels en- 
tered this port against seven last year. Theimport trade in cot- 
tons and woollens had been very slow. Exports were active, 
especially coals, of which 153,231 piculs were sent off in the three 
months—very nearly half as much as was exported in the whole 
of last year. Ships of large tonnage find no difficulty ,through 
want of water, in gaining access to Kelung harbour. ‘The export 
of rice was more than double that of the same quarter last year. 


TAKOW (FORMOSA). 

Mr. Cartwright, Deputy Commissioner in charge, reports the 
continuous increase in the foreign trade of South Formosa fully 
maintained. Opium was imported at the rate of 504 piculs, 
against 433 piculs for the first quarter of 1871. Owing to the 
large accumulation at the close of last year the importation of 
piece goods was comparatively small. but a fair amount of busi- 
ness was done, and the old stock entirely cleared off, The cons 
tinued scarcity of rice was the subject of grave anxiety. In 
January an official notice was circulated among the Chinese 
merchants ordering the suspension of shipments until prices 
should become more equable, and the export was afterwards pro- 
hibited by proclamation. The retail price was two-and-a-half 
times the normal rate. The new spring crop stood greatly in 
need of raiu, and the consequences were expecied to be serious if 
the dry weather continued. The revenue rose from Ts, 35,59] in 
the corresponding quarter of last year to Tls. 40,896. 


: AMOY. 

Mr. Commissioner Hughes reports tonnage 46,000 entered 
against the same quantity last year. Imports of piece goods show 
an enormous falling off compared with the corresponding quarter 
of last year. The revenue, lowexer, shows Tis. 100,835 against 
Ts. 88,350, through an increase in opium and general exports. 
General remarks.—JVi. 

SWATOW. 

Mr. A. Huber, Acting Commissioner, reports a very large im- 
portation of rice, especially from Shanghai, and very high freights 
obtained, reaching sometimes as much as $1.18 a picul tor steamers, 
and $1.3 for sailing vessels. The total quantity of ricei imported 
from the Treaty ports and foreign countries was piculs 624,492.16. 
If to this quantity we add the rica imported since 1st April last 
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year, we find the total amount landed in twelve months 1,400,000 
iculs, not counting the imports by native junks over which the 


‘oreign Customs-office has no supervision. ‘This was much more 
than was required, and a great deal was spoiled by moisture and 
fermentation. Thus the article fell to the disastrous price of 
$270 a pioul, and many failures were expected. The prospects 
of the next rice crop in the prefecture of Chao-chow-fu were good. 

Iast year was a most unfortunate one for this prefecture, owing 
to the failure of the crops of rice and sugar. To this, and the 
scarcity of money must be attributed the fulling-off in the export 
trade and of nearly all the articles of import—foreign and Chi- 
nese—except those of food, which were absolutely wanted, and 
opium, which shows an increase of 200 chests over the correspond- 
ing quarter last year. 

12.700 free emigrants left for Saigon, Singapore, and Siam, 
which makes a total of 26,506 for the last two quarters; had 
ming vessels been less scarce, numbers more would have emi- 
grated, as they were nearly starving. Many did emigrate in 
junks, being unable to find accommodation in foreign ships. 

The war, or lekin, tax on opium was raised from Tls. 10 per 
chest to Tls. 14, which was the more readily paid because the 
benefit of the large body of troops, and the order they enforced, 
were fully appreciated. The fees on seagoing junks leaving this 
harbour were reduced by two-thirds, but it was doubted whether 
this measure would encouraye them, though the shipment of free 
emigrants by junks—hitherto prohibited—was also allowed. 

The vessels entered were 156, against 80 in the corresponding 
quarter of last year. The quarter's revenue was Tis. To1,003. 
agaiost Ts, 112,503 in 1871. 

CANTON. 

Mr. Bowra, Acting Commissioner, reports the revenue as Ts. 
165,535, against Tls. 214,709 in the corresponding quarter of last 
year. Vessels entered, 257 against 191. The imports of cotton 
and woollen piece goods show a serious falling off. The exports 
were also below the average. “General remarks.—il.” 

TOTALS. 

The total ae duties for the quarter from the fourteen ports 
amounted to Tls. 372,655; import duty on opium, Tls. 456,632 ; 
export duty, Tls. 853,694. The total revenue, including tonnage 
dues, coast trade, duty, transit dues, fand duties collected on 
native craft, were Tis. 1,852,315.

Yesterday, the 5th inst., was a Bank Holiday, under the pro- 
visions of Sir John Lubbock's Act. In addition to the banks, 
the Stock Exchange, Lloyd’s, and all the other leading es- 
tablishments were entirely closed, and business generally was 
entirely suspended. 

The P. and O. steamer Pekin, which brought the homeward 
mails to Suez, comes to Southampton through the Canal, and has 
on board £519,000 in gold. 

An institution named “ The Merchants’ Association ” has been 
formed. Its objects are to facilitate the action of consignees, 
shippers, holders of bills of lading generally, in prosecuting claims 
against shipowners for bad, deficient and wrongful deliveries ; in- 
juries donc to merchandise through bad stowage, or injuries to 
owners of goods by improper transhipments, deviations on the 
voyage, and other acts for which underwriters are not liable, and 
also to resist unjust demands advanced by shipowners, and to 
take any steps the committee may think desirable for the pro- 


tection of shippers, holders of bills of lading, and consignees 
generally. 


The ordinary general meeting of the shareholders of the Suez 
Canal Company was held in Paris on the 31st ult. Five hundred 
and eight shareholders were present, representing 61,130 shares 
and 2,173 votes. The chairman, M. de Lesseps, read the report, 
according to which the revenue last year was f.13,726,074, and 
the sr Sagi f.15,918,000. During the first six months of 
1873 the revenue was f 7,240,000, and the expenditure is esti- 
mated at f.1,300,000 a month, or f.16,000,000 up to the 31st of 
December.
